Edmonton police were ur¬ 
ging caution when buying 


event tickets online, after 
laying more than 100 char¬ 
ges against a 30-year-old man 
who’s allegedly been selling 
non-existent tickets on Kijiji. 

Police began investigating 
after 88 people came forward 
saying they had collectively 
lost more than $12,000 after 
paying for tickets that they 
never received between Janu¬ 
ary and November 2014. 

The ticket seller allegedly 
contacted buyers across Can¬ 
ada who posted Kijiji adver¬ 


tisements looking for event 
tickets, asked the ticket-buy¬ 
ers for an electronic money 
transfer and then failed to 
provide any actual tickets. 

Elias Batraki has been 
charged with 109 fraud- and 
impersonation-related char¬ 
ges. Police said Batraki was 
assisted by a female accom¬ 
plice, whose name they have 
not yet released. 

“This crime has really 
shaken the trust of the pub¬ 
lic out there in regards to

buying things online, and 
people should feel safe buy¬ 
ing things online,” acting Det. 
Mike Walkom said. “We’ve 
had people that have saved 
up all year long for this — 
single parents, students. 

“It’s a big treat for them, 


and it was taken from them 
just like that.” 

The investigation was part 
of the Online Fencing Pro¬ 
ject, an Edmonton police in¬ 
itiative started in 2013 that 
focuses on stolen property 
and fraudulent sales on the 


Internet. 

Walkom said online buy¬ 
ers can take action to protect 
themselves buy asking for a 
bill of sale and identification 
from the seller, to meet in 
person in a public place when 
buying or selling and to ask 
questions if the item they’re 
thinking about buying is no¬ 
ticeably below market value. 

“It’s a very rapidly growing 
crime in Edmonton,” he said. 
“You need to make sure you 
are personally safe.”

Council may ban 
digital billboards

Edmonton is hoping to learn 
from Toronto as it examines 
which places should have bright 
electronic billboards and which 
shouldn’t. 

City administration has been 
researching the dichotomy be¬ 
tween Toronto’s Nathan Phillips 
Square and Yonge and Dundas 
Square: The former has few signs 
and is relaxing, while the lat¬ 
ter boasts nearly 360-degrees 
of overwhelming, multi-storey 
video billboards. 

On Tuesday, planning staff 
held an open house to glean 
public input on these types of 
signs, and a potential change to 
bylaws that will allow them in 
certain spots but not in others. 

Senior Planner Peter Odinga 


said council’s executive com¬ 
mittee recently asked for policy 
updates on signage in the down¬ 
town area, specifically a small 
section of commercial arts space 
around City Hall, Churchill 
Square and the libraiy. 

“The committee understood 
we will have an arena entertain¬ 
ment district that will have all 
forms of signage, and that this 
area (around City Hall) should be 
retained with character,” he said. 

The open house only included 
the arena and entertainment 
district as a peripheral thought 
for context, but Odinga said it 
could eventually have a Young 
and Dundas vibe. 

“The expectation is it will 
have very vivid signage to pro¬ 
vide all kinds of excitement,” 
he said. 

A report on the proposed 
changes is due back to Executive 
Committee by September 15.

Brendan Hokowhitu says the on¬ 
line course he’s helping produce 
at the University of Alberta, will 


open minds globally and also 
in the city where it’s produced. 

“I think for the average Can¬ 
adian, for the average Edmon¬ 
tonian, it will provide insights 
into things they might witness, 
like aboriginal homelessness, 
crime and all those negative 
aspects coming about at the 
advent of colonial history,” said 
Hokowhitu, who’s the dean of 
Native Studies at the University 
of Alberta and a native Maori 
of New Zealand. 

The course will be called In¬ 
digenous Canada, and it’s set to 


launch in September 2016. And 
aside from being the faculty 
of native studies’ first MOOC 
(Massive Open Online Course), 
it will also be the first to teach 
aboriginal history in Canada 
to an online audience — but 
through the eyes of aboriginal 
people. 

The course follows in the 
footsteps of “Dino 101”, the U 
of A’s wildly popular dinosaur 
MOOC that has won global en¬ 
rollment and praise for its pro¬ 
duction and accessibility. 

Hokowhitu said Indigenous 


Canada will be introductory 
and geared at those outside his 
faculty, offering a basic under¬ 
standing of the issues surround¬ 
ing native peoples in Canada. 

A key point of the course is 
that it’s aboriginal history as 
told by aboriginal people, and 
Kayla Lar-son, who’s helping 
to write the course, said that’s 
critical. 

“Quite a few of the writers 
for the online course are in¬ 
digenous people, so a lot of the 
writing is coming from that 
indigenous voice,” said Lar-son.

TransAlta 
to launch 
review of 
practices 

TransAlta says it will undertake 
an independent review follow¬ 
ing a ruling from the Alberta 
Utilities Commission that the 
company deliberately triggered 
outages at power plants to 
raise electricity rates, thereby 
manipulating the markets. 

“Although we were sur¬ 
prised by the decision, we do 
recognize our responsibility 
to encourage confidence in 
Alberta’s electricity system,” 
CEO Dawn Farrell told a con¬ 
ference call Wednesday with 
investors and analysts. 

“We clearly do not take any¬ 
one’s trust for granted and 
we believe as a result of that 
decision, we really do need to 
work on rebuilding that trust.” 

The actions that led to the 
case before the commission 
were stopped almost five years 
ago, but the review will in¬ 
clude looking at how effective 
those changes were, she said. 

The company has not yet 
decided who will conduct the 
review but it said it will make 
the findings public. Farrell said 
she expects the review to be 
complete in about six months. 

The commission held hear¬ 
ings after Alberta’s Market 
Surveillance Administrator 
alleged TransAlta manipulated 
the electricity market by shut¬ 
ting down coal-fired power 
plants that were under power 
purchase agreements in late 
2010 and early 2011 to drive up 
power costs during winter per¬ 
iods when demand was high. 

TransAlta breached a regu¬ 
lation by allowing its energy 
trader to use privileged infor¬ 
mation related to plant shut¬ 
downs so that the company 
could benefit in the market, 
the commission concluded.

Study finds six 
of to Albertans 
are overweight

Albertans are heftier than the 
rest of Canadians, according 
to a report released by the 
Health Quality Council of Al¬ 
berta (HQCA) on Wednesday. 

The report found nearly six 
of 10 Albertans are overweight 
or obese, compared with the 
national average of five out of 


10 people being overweight 
or obese. 

Of the 4,424 participants, 
HQCA estimated the percent¬ 
ages of overweight and obese 
Albertans were 35.2 per cent 
and 23.9 per cent, respectively. 

Men aged 45-64 in northern 
Alberta were predominately 
more overweight or obese than 
others in the province. 

The HQCA’s findings don’t 
surprise Dr. Arya Sharma, pro¬ 


fessor and chair of obesity at 
the University of Alberta. 

“As a physician, I’m con¬ 
cerned about the fact that 
many health problems like 
diabetes and cancer are relat¬ 
ed to excess weight,” he said. 

But carrying a few extra 
pounds doesn’t mean you’re 
unhealthy, Sharma noted, say¬ 
ing stigma associated with be¬ 
ing overweight can also exacer¬ 
bate the problem. 


As overweight individuals 
put more pressure on the 
health-care system, the report 
said Alberta Health Services 
should review its programs in 
which primary health provid¬ 
ers can engage with Albertans 
about weight management. 

Although much has been 
done to cut the fat, Sharma 
said doctors need to withhold 
judgement and treat obesity 
like other chronic diseases. 

“When you have double the 
excess weight, getting it off 
and keeping it off pretty much 
becomes a lifelong problem,” 
he said. “You need to spend 
time figuring out the actual 
issues underlying the weight 
gain.”

City’s dead venues 
alive again - online

Short docs 
bring bars back 
from the grave

A local film maker is eulogizing 
Edmonton’s shuttered music 
bars with Dead Venues, his web- 
based documentaiy series that 
launched this week. 

“The stoiy it seems to tell is 
that of a venue as a place, and 
that place comes and goes ... 
it’s just temporary,” said Mike 
Sielc, of NTT films, who collabor¬ 
ated with fellow producer Eden 
Munro on the project. 

The film website complies the 


story of several shuttered venues 
— the Ambo, the Power Plant, 
New City, the Sidetrack Cafe, 
Bronx and the rev Cabaret, Re¬ 
bar and Stars — in six, 10-minute 
long documentaries. 

A full hour-long version pre¬ 
miered in May at the Global Vi¬ 
sions film festival, now known 
as NorthwestFest. 

While working on the films, 
Sielc said he tried to determine 
a cause of death for the sticky- 
floored performance spaces that 
were so revered in their hay-day. 

Ultimately, the main reason so 
many die, he said, is cash-flow 
stops, with the slim-margin these 
places squeeze out of shows be¬ 
ing too slim. 

But, he added, the scene back¬ 
ing the bars is also a factor. 

“People can’t support a venue 
as they age.... Scenes move 
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The venue needs a 
strong scene, and 
scenes don't last 
forever. 

Mike Siek, of NTT films 

through the venue and if another 
scene doesn’t move through it, 
the venue goes away, but the 
memories of that scene are left 
behind.” 

Siek said the scenes, mem¬ 
ories, events, bands and in 
many cases the best times of 
some people’s lives are associ¬ 
ated with the dead venues; gone 
but not forgotten. 

The six short films uploaded 
to deadvenues.ca this week fol¬ 


low the format the dead venues 
stoiy was originally bound for, 
and what NTT received an Ed¬ 
monton Heritage Council grant 
to complete. 

“Our original concept was 
short films online, and that’s 
what we got the grant for, so 
we decided to see it through,” 
Siek said. 

The format is a step towards 
a modem documentaiy, he said. 

“It’s a happy coincidence the 
short films we created were in 
that 10-minute range, which 
is perfect for people to sit and 
consume.” 

The format allows viewers 
to single out a dead Edmonton 
venue they’d like to pay their 
respects to. 

Dead Venues will be live on¬ 
line for one year, then move into 
the Edmonton Public Libraiy. 



SOCIAL MEDIA STORM 

African lion hunter from U.S. also holds 
record for mule-deer kill in Alberta 


There appears to be a Canadian 
connection to a U.S. hunter at 
the centre of a social media 
storm for killing a protected 
lion in Africa. 

The Bowhunting Records of 
Alberta lists a Walter Palmer as 
having killed a mule deer legally 
in October 2006. It’s listed as the 
187th-largest mule deer bagged 
in Alberta. 

Two Zimbabweans are ac¬ 
cused of helping Minnesota 
dentist Walter James Palmer 
lure and kill a blaclc-maned lion 


named Cecil, a favourite with 
tourists on safari. 

Animal rights groups have 
said Palmer shot the lion with 
an arrow from a crossbow after 
the big cat was lured from a 
protected area, killed, skinned 
and decapitated. A conservation 
spokesman in Zimbabwe has 
said it’s believed the wounded 
lion was tracked for 40 hours 
before Palmer shot it as a hunt¬ 
ing trophy. 

Since details of Cecil’s death 
have become public, Palmer has 


been pilloried in social media 
around the world. 

Palmer, who reportedly paid 
$50,000 US to track and kill the 
lion, has said he didn’t realize 
it was protected and relied on 
local guides to ensure the hunt 
was legal. 

Scott Ellis of the Canadian 
Federation of Outfitter Asso¬ 
ciations said he doesn’t believe 
Palmer’s actions will reflect 
badly on guided hunting com¬ 
panies in Canada.

Tories seek free-trade deal

A new study of Ottawa mid¬ 
dle and high school students 
shows that frequent use of 
social networking sites is as¬ 
sociated with poor mental 
health among children and 
adolescents. 

The Ottawa Public Health 
study shows that youth who 
report using sites such as Fa- 
ceboolc, Twitter and Instagram 
for more than two hours a 
day also reported poor men¬ 
tal health, psychological dis¬ 
tress, suicidal thoughts or an 
unmet need for mental-health 
support. 

“Parents should consider 
frequent use of SNSs (social 
networking sites) as a possible 
indicator of, or risk for, men¬ 
tal health problems among 
children,” the study said. 

The study examined re¬ 
sponses from 753 Ottawa stu¬ 
dents to the Ontario Student 
Drug Use and Health Survey 
in 2013. 

Lead study author Dr. Hu- 
gues Sampasa-Kanyinga said 
there has been some investi¬ 
gation of the effects of social 
networking on university- 
aged students, but little was 
known about its association 
with middle and high school 
students. 

The study doesn’t estab¬ 
lish causality; mental health 
problems could be caused 
by a high use of social net¬ 
working sites or vice versa, or 
both. Sampasa-Kanyinga said 
more study is needed to dis¬ 
entangle the relationship be¬ 
tween social networking sites 
and mental health among 
children and adolescents.

Harper poised 
to sign off on 
international 
blockbuster 

The Conservatives are anx¬ 
iously hoping to sign off on 
a massive free-trade deal be¬ 
fore kicking off an election 
campaign that’s expected to 
start as early as Sunday. 

CBC reported that Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper will 
head to Rideau Hall in Ottawa 
on Sunday or Monday to ask 
Gov. Gen. David Johnston to 
dissolve Parliament to call a 
federal election as early as 
Aug. 2. 

The federal government 
is at the negotiating table in 
Hawaii, where Trans-Pacific 
Partnership talks are report¬ 
edly in their final stages. 

With voting day set for Oct. 
19, the governing Tories want 
to launch the campaign with 
the deal in hand — an agree¬ 
ment they could brandish as 
evidence of their economic 
stewardship. 

The partnership, a pact be¬ 
tween 12 countries including 
Canada, the U.S., Mexico and 


Japan, is poised to become the 
biggest trade deal in history 
once ratified. 

Experts say if the talks con¬ 
tinue after the start of the 
campaign, they could prove 
politically sensitive for the 
government. 

In particular, Canada is 


under pressure from other 
countries to lower the high 
tariffs that currently protect 
domestic producers of eggs, 
milk, cheese and poultry from 
foreign competition. 

In an interview with 
Bloomberg, Harper is in¬ 
sisting the government will

3D technology may help 
rescue remote 1875 fort 



CLIMATE CHANGE 

Historic site 
used in polar 
exploration is 
deteriorating 

A historic fort threatened by 
melting permafrost in one of 
the most remote locations on 
Earth might be preserved, 
thanks to 3D technology. 

Fort Conger on Ellesmere 
Island was established in 1875 
by British explorers looking for 
the North Pole. 

It also served as scientific 
headquarters for the ill-fated 
Lady Franklin Bay expedition 
and was used by U.S. polar ex¬ 
plorer Robert Peaiy in his quest 
for the North Pole. 

“Melting permafrost is caus¬ 
ing the surface area to sink and 
erode and that’s damaging the 
wooden buildings,” said Peter 
Dawson, a University of Calgary 
archeology professor. 

“A lot of these historical sites 
in the Arctic are actually being 
impacted by the effects of cli¬ 
mate change,” he said. 

“We were finding the de¬ 
pletion of sea ice was creat¬ 
ing storm surges which were 
flooding some sites like Her- 


schel Island and there’s a large 
turn-of-the-century... whaling 
settlement which has been 
flooded several times in the 
last 10 years.” 

Dawson used a borrowed 3D 


digital scanner to record every 
building, rock and artifact at 
Fort Conger in 2010. 

He intends to do the same 
thing next year with his own 
scanner after receiving a grant 


from the Canada Foundation 
for Innovation. 

The scanner, about the size 
of a lunch box, sits on a tripod, 
rotates 360 degrees and emits 
beams of laser light millions 


of times a minute. 

It measures how long it 
takes the beams to strike the 
surface of a building or arti¬ 
fact and return to the scanner. 

“We created a scan of the 
entire site — an area of about 
32,000 square metres — and 
captured all of the standing 
structures and building foun¬ 
dations and artifacts. We now 
have basically a very accurate 
three-dimensional map and 
model of the site as it appeared 
at that time,” Dawson said. 

By re-scanning next year, 
he will be able to record any 
additional damage and, if ne¬ 
cessary, mitigation work can 
be done. 

Damage from melting 
permafrost is just one of sev¬ 
eral risks as Arctic ice opens 
up and allows more adventure 
tour companies to operate in 
the region. That leads to more 
people wandering over deteri¬ 
orating sites. 

“You can get 40 or 50 pas¬ 
sengers disembarking at a time 
and wandering around and 
it’s very difficult to monitor 
the impact these visitors are 
having,” said Dawson. 

“They can pick up artifacts 
or accidentally damage a build¬ 
ing.”

A London-bound plane 
carrying more than 300 
people from the United 
States was forced to land 
in Montreal Wednesday 
because of a bomb threat, 
police said. 

Police received a call 
about 40 minutes before 
the British Airways flight 
touched down at Pierre El¬ 
liott Trudeau International 
Airport. The airline said 
the captain decided to 
divert the aircraft as a pre¬ 
caution.

Health Canada says it will regu¬ 
late cosmetic or decorative 
contact lenses in the way it 
oversees the sale of correct¬ 
ive lenses. 

In a statement, Health Minis¬ 
ter Rona Ambrose says the risks 
cosmetic lenses pose to the 
eyes of people who wear them 
are the same as those associ¬ 
ated with corrective lens wear. 

Cosmetic lenses change the 
appearance of the eye but do 
not correct the vision of people 
who wear them; they are worn 
strictly for the appearance they 
create. 


Currently these lenses are 
licensed as consumer products 
and are generally sold by re¬ 
tailers who sell costumes and 
cosmetics. 

But under the regulatory 
changes Ambrose is announ¬ 
cing, these lenses will be treat¬ 
ed as medical devices — a move 
that brings them under greater 
control. 

Vision care professionals 
have been advocating this kind 
of action and were supportive 
of the proposal when Health 
Canada announced last October 
that it was thinking of making

this change. 

“We’re delighted to see these 
new regulations are moving 
ahead,” says Dr. Allan Slomovic, 
president of the Canadian Oph¬ 


thalmological Society. 

He notes: “There is no dif¬ 
ference between how cosmetic 
contact lenses and corrective 
contact lenses are inserted 
and interact with the eye and 
(they) should be regulated the 
same.” 

The Health Canada state¬ 
ment says the risk of severe 
corneal infection related to 
lens wear is 12.5 times higher 
for cosmetic lenses than it is 
for corrective contacts. 

The new regulations will 
come into effect next July.

'ODIOUS SYMBOL' 

Group 
wants flag 
banned In 
Canada

The Confederate flag is racist. 
Period. 

That’s the message from 
Nova Scotian Citizens Against 
White Supremacy. 

The group held a press con¬ 
ference Wednesday at the Corn¬ 
wallis Street Baptist Church in 
Halifax, calling on the provin¬ 
cial and federal governments 
to ban the display, sale and 
distribution of the flag. 

“There are many people who 
confuse it as an issue of herit¬ 
age. The question is not herit¬ 
age. The question is what does 
it symbolize,” said historian 
Isaac Saney at the conference. 

“It’s quite clear the Confed¬ 
erate flag is an unabashed, an 
unequivocal symbol of racism, 
hatred and white supremacy. 
That is beyond debate.” 

Saney evoked the events that 
happened in June in Charleston, 
S.C., where nine black people 
were gunned down by a white 
supremacist in their church. 

It’s sad, he said, that that 
had to be the catalyst for 
change, but it led to the Con¬ 
federate flag being taken down 
at South Carolina’s legislature. 

“Even in the Southern U.S., 
it’s become such a noxious, odi¬ 
ous symbol to so many people 
that politically, they could not 
allow it to fly at their state 
capital,” he said. 

In Nova Scotia, activist Lynn 
Jones recounted seeing a truck 
in Truro emblazoned with the 
Confederate flag, and quotes 
like, “It’s OK to be a redneck.” 

“I was actually afraid,” she 
said. 

Cornwallis Street Baptist 
Church’s Rev. Rhonda Britton 
agreed education is the over¬ 
arching goal of their campaign. 

“Some people are wilfully 
ignorant,” said Britton. 

“They want to ignore the 
history, but we are upfront 
and telling you the history so 
you cannot ignore it.”

Russia vetoes tribunal 



U.N. Security Council members vote on a draft resolution in the Security Council and vetoed 
by Russia, that would have created a tribunal to prosecute those found responsible for the 
downing of Malaysia Airlines Flight 17 over eastern Ukraine, Wednesday.

U.N. SECURITY COUNCIL 

Investigations 
continue into 
who shot down 
Flight MH17 

Russia on Wednesday vetoed a 
U.N. Security Council resolution 
that would set up an internation¬ 
al criminal court to prosecute 
those responsible for shooting 
down a Malaysia Airlines plane 
over Ukraine a year ago. 

The foreign ministers of 
the Netherlands, Australia and 
Ukraine attended a meeting over 
the downing that killed all 298 
people on board Flight MH17. 
The countries are among the 
five nations investigating the 
incident, along with Malaysia 
and Belgium. 

Ukraine and the West sus¬ 
pect the plane, travelling from 
Amsterdam to Kuala Lumpur, 
was hit by a surface-to-air mis¬ 
sile fired by Russian soldiers or 
Russia-backed separatist rebels 
on July 17, 2014. Russia denies 
that, and state media have al¬ 
leged the plane was shot down by 
a Ukrainian missile or warplane. 


“Russia has callously dis¬ 
regarded the public outciy in 
the grieving nations,” U.S. Am¬ 
bassador Samantha Power said, 
adding that the United States was 
among the 18 countries that lost 
citizens in the disaster. 

Three countries abstained 
from the vote: China, Angola and 


Venezuela, whose ambassador 
said victims’ suffering shouldn’t 
be used politically. 

Wednesday’s vote followed a 
last-minute effort to lobby Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir Putin, 
who has said setting up a tribunal 
would not make sense while the 
investigation continued. 


The Dutch ambassador to 
the U.N., Karel van Oosterom, 
tweeted a statement saying Prime 
Minister Mark Rutte told Putin 
that “it was preferable to make 
a decision about the tribunal be¬ 
fore the facts and charges have 
been established precisely in 
order to avoid politicizing the

prosecution process.” 

But the Kremlin quoted Pu¬ 
tin as saying a tribunal would 
be “inexpedient” because Rus¬ 
sia still has “a lot of questions” 
about the investigation to which 
it had little access. 

Russia had offered its own 
draft that demanded justice for 
those responsible for the crash 
without calling for a tribunal. 
Russian Ambassador Vitaly Chur¬ 
kin told the council after the vote 
that such a tribunal risked not 
being impartial and being sub¬ 
ject to media “propaganda,” and 
he called past tribunals for the 
Rwanda genocide and the vio¬ 
lence in the former Yugoslavia 
“expensive.”

Race could be a 
factor in traffic 
stop shooting 
investigation 

A University of Cincinnati po¬ 
lice officer who shot a motorist 
during a traffic stop over a mis¬ 
sing front licence plate has been 
indicted on murder charges, a 
prosecutor said Wednesday, add¬ 
ing that the officer “purposely 
killed him.” 

Prosecutor Joe Deters an¬ 
nounced the grand jury indict¬ 
ment at a news conference to 
discuss developments in the 
investigation into the July 19 
shooting of 43-year-old motor¬ 
ist Samuel DuBose by officer 
Ray Tensing. 

DuBose’s death comes amid 
months of national scrutiny of 
police dealings with African- 
Americans, especially those 
killed by officers. DuBose was 
black. Tensing is white. Author¬ 
ities haven’t indicated whether 
race was a part of the investi¬ 
gation. 

Authorities have said Tens¬ 
ing spotted the car driven by 
DuBose and missing the front 
license plate, which is required 
by Ohio law. They say Tensing 
stopped the car and a struggle 
ensued after DuBose refused to 
provide a driver’s license and 
get out of the car. 

Tensing has said he was 
dragged by the car and forced 
to shoot at DuBose. He fired 
one shot, striking DuBose in 
the head. 

But Deters dismissed Tens- 
ing’s claim that he was dragged 
by the car and suggested that he 
shouldn’t have pulled DuBose 
over to begin with. 


“He fell backward after 
he shot (DuBose) in the head,” 
Deters said. 

A warrant was issued for 
Tensing’s arrest. Deters said 
Tensing could either turn him¬ 
self in or officers could arrest 
him. 

Tensing’s attorney, Stewart 
Mathews, didn’t immediately 
return phone messages seek¬ 
ing comment after Deters’ an¬ 
nouncement. 

Mathews said earlier Wed¬ 
nesday that he thought an 
indictment was likely “given 
the political climate” and com¬ 


ments made by city officials. But 
Mathews said given the evidence 
he’s seen, he doesn’t believe 
there should be an indictment. 

Body-camera video of the 
shooting was also released Wed¬ 
nesday. DuBose’s family had 
been pressing for its release, 
and news organizations includ¬ 
ing The Associated Press had 
sued Deters to get it released 


under Ohio open records law, 
but Deters released it before any 
ruling had been made. 

Deters called the shooting 
“senseless” and “asinine.” 

“He purposely killed him,” 
Deters said. “He should never 
have been a police officer.” 

The prosecutor also said 
he thought it was time to re¬ 
consider the university police 


department’s role. 

“I don’t think a university 
should be in the policing busi¬ 
ness,” Deters said. 

A message for comment was 
left Wednesday with the police 
department. The university said 
earlier this week it plans an in¬ 
dependent review of its police 
department’s policies. 

The University of Cincinnati 
on Wednesday closed its main 
campus in anticipation of grand 
juiy action in the case. 

If convicted, Tensing could 
face as much as life in prison.

Fire Department spokes¬ 
woman Melissa Romero said 
Sanchez had dispatched an 
ambulance to the scene before 
he hung up and that it arrived 
less than five minutes after it

Teacher pleads not guilty 
to sex with students 

A teacher accused of hav¬ 
ing sex with students has 
pleaded not guilty. 

Keavin Keith, 30, a 
teacher in Louisiana, 
was indicted earlier this 
month on 30 counts of 
prohibited sexual conduct 
between an educator and 
a student. 

Sheriff Brett Stassi Sr. 
says the investigation re¬ 
vealed Keith was allegedly 
having sexual relations 
with two other students.

Afghanistan’s main intelligence 
agency said Wednesday that the 
reclusive Taliban leader Mullah 
Mohammad Omar has been 
dead for more than two years. 

The one-eyed, secretive head 
of the Taliban hosted Osama Bin 
Laden’s al-Qaida in the years 
leading up to the Sept. 11 at¬ 
tacks and then waged a decade- 
long insurgency against U.S. 
troops after the 2001 invasion 
that ended Taliban rule. 

He has not been seen in pub¬ 
lic since fleeing the invasion 


over the border into Pakistan. 

Abdul Hassib Sediqi, the 
spokesman for Afghanistan’s 
National Directorate of Secur¬ 
ity, said Mullah Omar died in 
a hospital in the Pakistani city 
of Karachi in April 2013. 

“We confirm officially that 
he is dead,” he told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

It was not immediately clear 
why his death was only being 
announced now. The Taliban 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment.

Lion kill 

deemed 

illegal 

A hunting guide and a farm 
owner appeared in court Wed¬ 
nesday on allegations they 
helped an American dentist 
kill a protected lion named 
Cecil, and the head of Zim¬ 
babwe’s safari association said 
the big cat was unethically 
lured into the kill zone and de¬ 
nied “a chance of a fair chase.” 

The Zimbabwean men were 
accused of aiding Walter James 
Palmer, who reportedly paid 
$50,000 to track and kill the 
blaclc-maned lion. Zimbabwe 
police have said they are look¬ 
ing for Palmer, whose exact 
whereabouts were unknown. 

During the nighttime hunt, 
the men tied a dead animal 
to their car to draw the lion 
out of a national park, said 
Johnny Rodrigues, chairman 
of the Zimbabwe Conserva¬ 
tion Task Force. 

The American is believed to 
have shot it with a crossbow, 
injuring the cat. The wounded 
lion was tracked for 40 hours 
before Palmer fatally shot it 
with a gun, Rodrigues said. 

A professional hunter 
named Theo Bronlchorst was 
accused of failing to “prevent 
an unlawful hunt.” Court 
documents say Bronlchorst 
was supervising while Palmer 
shot the animal. 

Bronlchorst was released on 
$1,000 bail after appearing 
at the Hwange magistrate’s 
court, about 700 kilometres 
west of the capital Harare, ac¬ 
cording to his defence lawyer, 
Givemore Muvhiringi. 

If convicted, Bronlchorst 
faces up to 15 years in prison. 

A second man, farm owner 
Honest Trymore Ndlovu, also 
appeared in court but was not 
charged and was released from 
custody, his lawyer Tonderai 
Malculcu said. 

Using bait to lure the lion 
is deemed unethical by the 
Safari Operators Association 
of Zimbabwe, of which Bronlc- 
horst is a member. The as¬ 
sociation has since revoked 
his licence. 

Palmer remained seclud¬ 
ed Wednesday in the face of 
protests at his clinic and the 
online furor. 

According to U.S. court re¬ 
cords, Palmer pleaded guilty 
in 2008 to making false state¬ 
ments to the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service about a black 
bear he fatally shot in Wis¬ 
consin. Palmer had a permit 
to hunt but shot the animal 
outside the authorized zone 
in 2006, then tried to pass it 
off as being killed elsewhere, 
according to court documents. 
He was given one year proba¬ 
tion and fined nearly $3,000.

Militants in Iraq used stolen 
Humvees loaded with explo¬ 
sives to unleash a series of sui¬ 
cide car bombings targeting 
Iraqi security forces on Wed¬ 
nesday, killing at least 18 Iraqi 
troops, officials said. 

The attacks came as the 
government pressed on with 
efforts to reclaim territory 
under the extremists’ control 
in the embattled western An- 
bar province. 

First, back-to-back suicide 
bombers rammed their Hum¬ 
vees into Iraqi forces deployed 
outside Anbar University, near 
the city of Ramadi, the provin¬ 
cial capital of Anbar. The city 
is held by the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant. 

At least 12 troops were killed 
in that attack, two officials told 
The Associated Press. 

The officials — one with 
the Iraqi army, the other with 
the country’s elite counter¬ 
terrorism forces — also said 
that eight Iraqi soldiers were 
wounded in that bombing. 

Later Wednesday, another 
suicide bomber drove an ex- 
plosives-laden Humvee to¬ 
ward army and paramilitary 
forces near Fallujah, which 
lies halfway between the cap¬ 
ital, Baghdad, and Ramadi, 
killing six troops and wound¬ 
ing four others, the officials 
said.

World markets 
must be wary 
of downside 
risks: Chief 

International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) chief Christine Lagarde 
says the world economy is 
recovering, but fragile, and 
“faces some downside risks.” 

In an online news confer¬ 
ence Wednesday, Lagarde de¬ 
scribed the United States as “a 
strong performer” and China 
as “resilient” despite a recent 
drop in Chinese stock prices. 

She also expressed opti¬ 
mism for the 19 countries that 
use the euro. The IMF expects 
the eurozone economy to grow 
1.5 per cent this year and 1.7 
per cent in 2016; it expanded 
just 0.8 per cent in 2014. 

“The euro area is beginning 
to turn the corner.... We have 
a more upbeat forecast than 
we have [had] in a long time,” 
she said. 

Lagarde called again for 
Greece’s creditors to reduce its 
debt burden. She said Greece 
needs to enact reforms that 
will make its economy more 
efficient and expressed confi¬ 
dence that the IMF can work 
with Greece’s left-wing gov¬ 
ernment, which has criticized 
IMF policies. 

“There are lots of things 
that you say (in politics),” she 
said. “What matters at the end 
of the day is what you do.” 

Lagarde noted that a drop in 
worldwide commodity prices 


is likely to hurt emerging mar¬ 
ket economies. And the global 
economy could face fallout 
if the Federal Reserve raises 
short-term U.S. interest rates, 
which it has kept near zero 
since late 2008. Fed Chair Janet 
Yellen has said a rate increase 
is likely this year. Lagarde has 
urged the Fed to delay the 
rate hike until 2016, citing 
the global economy’s fragility. 

The IMF managing direc¬ 
tor said Japan’s attempts to 
boost its economy through 
easy money policies, govern¬ 


ment spending and economic 
reforms — an effort called 
“Abenomics” after Prime Min¬ 
ister Shinzo Abe — “is turning 
out to be positive.” 

Lagarde shrugged off a re¬ 
cent selloff in Chinese stocks, 
noting that China’s shares are 


still 80 per cent higher than 
they were a year ago. 

The IMF expects Chinese 
economy to grow 6.8 per 
cent this year, fast by global 
standards but the slowest for 
China since 1990.

This is it. 

Canada's military leader¬ 
ship has the chance to prove 
that it will spare no one in the 
fight to rid the forces of sexual 
misconduct. 

The signs so far are hopeful. 

A high-ranking, "up-and- 
coming" officer — Lt.-Col. 
Mason Stalker — is facing 10 
sex-related charges after a 
male victim came forward to 
military police in April. 

The allegations stem from 
Stalker's time as a cadet vol¬ 
unteer in Edmonton between 
1998 and 2007. 

Stalker will be tried in 
civilian court — and that, 
says lawyer Michel Drapeau, 
is a significant move, given 
the military typically tries the 
cases internally. Drapeau, 
who has represented military 
sexual-assault victims, said 
he now expects civilian trials 
will be the norm. (A Canadian 
Forces spokeswoman said mil¬ 
itary investigators will make 
that decision on a case-by- 
case basis.) 

Civilian trials would be a 
critical improvement, given 
widespread condemnation of 
the military's handling of sex¬ 
ual-misconduct allegations, as 
detailed in a damning report 
by retired Supreme Court 
Justice Marie Deschamps 
released earlier this year. 

The Deschamps report 
identified a shocking lack 
of justice amid a culture of 
"endemic" sexual misconduct, 
a culture vividly illustrated by 
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former chief of defence staff 
Gen. Tom Lawson last month 
when he blamed the problem 
on biological wiring. 

Despite the fact civilian 
courts have taken over 
Stalker's case, the military is — 
rightly — continuing to inves¬ 
tigate. So I hope it will answer 
a few pressing questions for 
me: did others in the military 
know about the alleged as¬ 
saults? If so, what did they do 
with that information? 

The military will be judged 
not just for catching a single 
big fish but also by its efforts 
to smoke out low-level play¬ 
ers — those who witnessed, 
overheard or otherwise knew 
about such allegations — and 
punish them. 

There will be no cleansing 
of the military's sexually poi¬ 
soned culture until it targets 
those who look the other way. 

Last week, new top soldier 
Gen. Jonathan Vance fore¬ 
shadowed the Stalker char¬ 
ges, promising "changes and 
announcements in the near 
future" to show he's serious 
about tackling sexual assault. 

I expect, then, not to wait 
much longer for the results of 
an ongoing military investiga¬ 
tion into an alleged sexual as¬ 
sault at the prestigious Royal 
Military College in Kingston, 
Ont., which has already taken 
more than two months. 

Here's hoping we're seeing 
the beginning of deep chan¬ 
ges. They can't come quickly 
enough.

Malware takes 
a page (literally) 
from a Jane 
Austen novel 

It would be a shock, a terrible 
shock, to Elinor Dashwood and 
the other characters in Sense 
and Sensibility, to see this hap¬ 
pening. 

Unbeknownst to her or au¬ 
thor Jane Austen, it seems that 
hackers from the 21st century 
are appropriating text from the 
19th-century classic novel to 
spread malicious software. 

Researchers from Cisco Se¬ 
curity said in a report released 
Tuesday that literaiy passages 
are becoming a new way to hide 
malicious code that allows hack¬ 
ers unlawful entry into comput¬ 
ers and networks. 

“Adding passages of classic 
text to an exploit kit landing 
page is a more effective obfus¬ 
cation technique than the trad¬ 
itional approach of using ran¬ 
dom text,” said researchers in 
their mid-year security report. 

“The use of text from more 
contemporary works such as 
magazines and blogs is another 
effective strategy. Antivirus and 
other security solutions are more 
likely to categorize the web page 
as legitimate after ‘reading’ such 
text.” 


Cisco researchers said encoun¬ 
tering references to Austen char¬ 
acters on a web page “may be 
perplexing but not a cause for 
immediate concern.” 

Jason Brvenilc, a Cisco engin¬ 
eer, said it remains a mysteiy 
about who is behind the liter¬ 
aiy hacking or why that novel 
was chosen over others. 

“It is a seemingly random se¬ 
lection but it always from that 
book,” he said. 

Still, the technique opens the 
door for dastardly exploits from 
computer hackers, according 
to Cisco. 

Hackers can deliver a variety

of malicious “payloads” through 
these tools, according to Cisco, 
including “ransomware,” a grow¬ 
ing technique that locks a user’s 
files unless a ransom is paid. 

The researchers said this is 
just one example about how 
hackers are innovating to find 
ways around computer protec¬ 
tion. 

“Hackers, being unencum¬ 
bered, have the upper hand in 
agility, innovation and brazen¬ 
ness,” Brvenilc said. 

“We see this time and again, 
whether it is nation-state ac¬ 
tors, malware, exploit kits or 
ransomware.” afp

An instant spark 

“I had a million ideas

West With The Night.” 

McLain had never heard of 
Markham, but she says the

DIFFERENT TYPE OF MONSTER 

Nick Cutter’s 
new novel is a 
nightmare of

When horror writer Nick 
Cutter (a.lc.a. Craig David¬ 
son) wrote the first draft of 
his new novel, The Acolyte, 
it was a very different time 
both politically and socially. 
It was post-9/11, and George 
W. Bush was winding down 
his eight-year U.S. presidential 
term, drawing to a close an era 
marked with a religious fer¬ 
vour that made Cutter fearful. 

“It’s not a warm and fuzzy, 
cuddly piece of writing,” he 
says. “I got really obsessed 
with two close bedfellows be¬ 
tween state and religion. I had 
nightmares about it.” 

Those bad dreams trans¬ 
lated into The Acolyte, a taut 
dystopian thriller about a cop 
named Jonah Murtag, tasked 
with eliminating unauthor¬ 
ized religious faiths in New 
Bethlehem, a world where the 
Old Testament rules, and cit¬ 
ies fall under the leadership 
of “Prophets.” After witness¬ 
ing a suicide bomber blast 
the local Prophet’s daughter 
on stage at a concert, Murtag 
begins to realize that not all 
is as it seems. 

Cutter estimates that his 
first manuscript clocked in at 
a hefty 180,000 words. During

intensive editing with his pub¬ 
lisher, Toronto’s ChiZine Pub¬ 
lications, he cut large chunks 
of the story, in part because 
of its “moralizing” tenor. “I 
don’t share those sentiments 
with the same vociferousness 
that I used to,” Cutter says. 
“I guess as I’ve discovered as 
the years have gone by that a 
really virulent Christian right¬ 
winger or an atheist both get 
on my nerves. On either side 
you get to a point where no 
one is listening to you, and 
you get shrill.” 

Although The Acolyte was 
written well before Cutter 
became a Canadian horror 
favourite, fans will recognize 
the signature violence and 
quick-witted dialogue of his 
previous two published books 
— The Troop, the Stephen 
King-praised novel in which 
camping boy scouts meet up 
with a grotesque killer tape¬ 
worm, and The Deep, a claus¬ 
trophobic mind-trip set in an 
underwater science station — 
grounded by personal, human 
emotions. 

“The way I write horror is 
that you isolate a few fears 


that you feel quite profoundly 
about, and the goal is to try 
to translate that fear to your 
readers,” Cutter says. “You 
have to find the fear inside 
your own heart and put that 
on the page.” 

While Cutter’s monsters 
are not for the squeamish or 
faint of heart, they exist in a 
fantasy, whereas the religious 
extremism and dogma in The 
Acolyte at times seems a little 
too close to the evening news. 

So, did he ever worry about 
writing about religion — a 
touchy subject at the best of 
times? 

“I never worried too much 
about the idea of going too 
far, which in the end can be 
your Achilles heel as a writer, 
in that you never know when 
to break and pull back and ap¬ 
proach things less recklessly,” 
he says. “But I did write an 
afterword for the book. I don’t 
know if it’s maturity, but as 
I get older, I don’t want to 
hurt people’s feelings or in¬ 
sult their beliefs.”

Jamaican 
first for 
Booker 
longlist 

The Man Booker Prize for the 
best fiction novel revealed its 
longlist on Wednesday. 

Entries must be written ori¬ 
ginally in English and pub¬ 
lished in the U.K., although 
2015 marks the second year 
in the contest’s 45-year history 
that it has been open to writers 
of any nationality. The short¬ 
list will be announced Sept. 
15, while the winner will be 
revealed Oct. 13. 

The list, chosen from 156 
entries and announced Wed¬ 
nesday, includes A Brief Histoiy 
of Seven Killings by Marlon 
James, the first Jamaica-born 
Booker contender. 

Novels by Americans Anne 
Tyler and Marilynne Robinson 
are among 13 contenders. 

Also selected are Ireland’s 
Anne Enright for The Green 
Road, British writer Andrew 
O’Hagan’s The Illuminations, 
the U.K.’s Tom McCarthy for 
Satin Island and Sunjeev 
Sahota, also of the U.K., for 
The Year of the Runaways.

“alerted to the cruel practices... 
to make Hermes handbags carry¬ 
ing my name” and has “asked 
Hermes to de-baptize the Birkin 
Croco until better practices in 
line with international norms 
can be put in place.” 


The Birkin bag was created in 
1984 by Hermes in honour of the 
famed singer and ex-girlfriend 
of Serge Gainsbourg, and is, still 
today, one of the world’s most 
exclusive luxury items. The bag 
is beloved by stars such as Vic¬ 
toria Beckham and comes in calf, 
ostrich, lizard as well as croco¬ 
dile. It can cost between $10,000 
and $100,000, with waiting lists 
to buy famously stretching into 
the years.

Since it implies something 
underhanded, it would be mis¬ 
leading to say Tracey Ferguson 
was tricked into playing wheel¬ 
chair basketball. Any deception 
was out of compassion. 

But Ferguson, now 40 and 
a mainstay on the national 
women’s team for 24 years, 
wanted to be a swimmer when 
her mother called Variety Village 
searching for a place where her 
preteen daughter could emulate 
her hero, Alex Baumann. 

“My daughter is new to a 
wheelchair,” Ferguson recalls 
her mother, Patricia Boudreau, 
explaining on the phone. “She 
swam before paralysis and she 
wants to be a swimmer. The 
gentleman there said, ‘C’mon 
down and see what we have.’ 

Q BACKGROUND 

Into the chair 

Ferguson, the youngest 
of six children, was para¬ 
lyzed during a surgical 
procedure when she was 
9 . She had scoliosis and 
when doctors at Sick Kids 
Hospital were implanting 
steel rods to straighten 
her spine, the procedure 
left her without move¬ 
ment from the waist 
down. 

She has regained some 
function over time and 
can walk short distances.

He failed to mention that they 
hadn’t built a pool yet.” 

Ferguson, almost 12 at the 
time, excitedly arrived to see 
the facilities. 

“We got down there and they 
threw me in a basketball chair, 
they threw me in a racing chair 
and I played some tennis. Finally 
I said, And the pool?’ And the 
guy was like, ‘We’re going to 
build one. But we didn’t want to 
turn you away. We didn’t want 
to say no.’” 

Her mother, meanwhile, 
saw how much fun Tracey was 
having and signed her up for 
a membership. Boudreau was 
then floored when her daughter 
said she wanted to play basket¬ 


ball. She asked Tracey if she’d 
actually made a basket during 
her test run. 

“Not even close,” the young¬ 
ster responded beaming. “Didn’t 
even hit the bottom of the 
mesh.” 

Ferguson admits she was “hor¬ 
rible” but she believed she could 
get better. Three Paralympic 
gold medals and a bronze with 
Canada along with four world 
championships and a bronze 
at that level proved her right. 


But Ferguson was also at¬ 
tracted to the fact she could play 
with her friends. She couldn’t 
play basketball standing up with 
them but all her pals from Ree- 
sor Park Public School in Mark¬ 
ham could come down to Variety 
Village, sit in a wheelchair and 
play basketball with her. 

“We could play like we played 
before my injuiy,” she said. 

Ferguson, just five feet tall 
and 46 pounds, recalls she 
was lighter than her 50-pound 


“clunker” of a wheelchair that 
could have held two of her. But 
life changed when she got into 
a sports chair for the first time 
at Variety Village. 

“It felt like running again,” 
she said. “Once I found out about 
wheelchair sports, my world 
opened up again.” 

Ferguson, who calls herself 
“exceptionally old,” has played 
for Canada so long she went 
through one 12-year stretch of 
being undefeated internationally 
and then through a rebuilding 
phase that has the team back on 
top as reigning world champs as 
it goes into the Parapan Games 
in Toronto. Ferguson is the only 
player remaining from the Para¬ 
lympic champion teams in 1992, 
1996 and 2000. 

“When I stop being an asset 
to the team, it will be time for 
me to go,” says Ferguson but 
she is training with hopes of 
playing in the Paralympics at 
Rio in 2016. The Parapan Am 
Games here are a qualifier for 
Rio. Canada finished sixth at 
the London Paralympic Games 
in 2012. 

While Ferguson now lives in 
Germany where she plays profes¬ 
sional wheelchair basketball — 
“they cover your costs but you’re 
not getting rich” — her siblings 
and parents, in Holland Land¬ 
ing, remain in the Toronto area. 

She sees playing in these 
Games as a way to thank them. 

“They were the ones that 
launched my career and now 
I have an opportunity to play 
at one of the biggest sporting 
events in the world in my home¬ 
town and to put on a show for 
them,” she says. “I can say, what 
you did back then allowed me 
to realize my dreams and I want 
to really show them how great 
Team Canada is.”

appeal 

New England Patriots quarter¬ 
back Tom Brady vowed to fight 
his four-game suspension on 
Wednesday, and team owner 
Robert Kraft opened training 
camp by saying he continues 
to “believe and unequivocally 
support” the three-time Super 
Bowl MVP. 

“I was wrong to put my faith 
in the league,” Kraft said. 

Taking the podium a day 
after NFL Commissioner Roger 
Goodell upheld Brady’s four- 
game suspension, Kraft angrily 
targeted the league for its hand¬ 
ling of the case. 

“The decision handed down 
by the league yesterday is un¬ 
fathomable to me,” he said. “I 
have come to the conclusion 
that this was never about doing 
what was fair and just.” 

Brady was suspended four 
games and the team was 
docked $1 million and two draft 
picks after the league deter¬ 
mined that the team provided 
improperly inflated footballs in 
the AFC championship game 
against the Indianapolis Colts. 
Investigator Ted Wells zeroed 
in on two equipment managers 
— one who called himself “The 
Deflator” — and said Brady was 
“at least generally aware” of 
the illegal deflation scheme. 

The team has denied wrong¬ 
doing, but it fired the two 
equipment managers whose 
text messages included dis¬ 
cussions of football inflation. 

Kraft said he expected 
Brady’s suspension to be re¬ 
duced on appeal, and repeated 
the team’s claim that the league 
failed to prove its case. 

Brady broke his silence in a 
507-word Facebook post earlier 
Wednesday in which he de¬ 
nied destroying his cellphone 
to keep it out of the hands of 
investigators. 

“To suggest that I destroyed 
a phone to avoid giving the 
NFL information it requested is 
completely wrong,” the three¬ 
time Super Bowl MVP said. 
“There is no ‘smoking gun’ 
and this controversy is manu¬ 
factured to distract from the 
fact they have zero evidence 
of wrongdoing.”
